Ic grant him thti privilege would be to 


give him th« tight to Judge of the correct 
ness of oil own acts. For this reason 
there have been eitabliibed prize courts 
each conrt being appointed by the cap 
tor'* government. 


At different times various powers bare 


oontidered the expediency of organizing 
international prize coufti with a view to 
making the-verdicts absolutely impartial 
Bnt the remit of these efforts bat always 
been the satafl. It has been foreseen tha 
the complication! whiob would arise In 
any auoh International adjndieatioo o 
qoeitloni relating to prizes would be per 
Ilonf. Therefore the enitom of making 
the captor's state the judge of iti own 
right to seize vessels obtains utill and nil 
probably be oontinned. It li aranmed 
that the power itrong enough to make 
captures must have the right to say for 
Itself whether or not tbe seizure* wen 
legal; and so pronounced 11 this opinion 
tbat even a court appointed by tbe ally o 
another power le not allowed to pan upon 
tbe rights of that power's captures. 


There are strict rules, however, wblcl 


a prize coori must consider In adjndloat 
Ing tbe legality of a capture. When a 
vessel Dying an enemy's Bag li taken, the 
captor must pnt on board a force enfO 
gently strong to hold tbe ship, and, fail 
Ing to do eo, there can be no redress 1C the 
aapturert vessel's crew revolts and forcibly 
retakei possession of the ship. The prize 
mnit be brought within tbe jurisdiction 
of the country to whlob the captor be 
longs before it can be condemned. The 
eondemnntion may be made by diatrlo 
courts of the United Stataf, which, ac 
enroling to the best precedent, posseif al 
the powers of a court of admiralty. Am 
theo prize courts under the l»ws o( na 
tlons are recognized as "tribunals of the 
law nf nattoni, the jurisprudence they 
administer being a part of tbat law." 


In short, the law of prises, like all the 


other laws of war except those relating to 
humane practices, is bued upon the tbe 
ory that might 1* right, and that the vlo 
tor deserves not only the spoils, but th 
privilege of saying whether or not they 
properly belong to him.

Will Qo to War. 


William Martin 
has received word 


from his son, Harvey Mattln of Sno- 
kane, Wash., stating that he expects to 
be rent with tbe troops to tbe Philippine 


navy, at Port Royal, S. C. 


Miss Johns' stay at this little Island 


was made donbly interesting by the war 
excitement which centres at Port Royal, 
this being tbe naval reserve station and 
one of the main dry docks on the Atlantio 
coast, where the large ships, are aocomo- 
dated. Since the beginning of the pres- 
ent conflict with Spain the station has 
assumed an extremely Interesting and 
important aspect. 
The defenses have 


hitherto been neglected by the govern- 
ment bat they are now being strength- 
ened ai rapidly as possible; 160,000 has 
been appropriated tor tris purpose and 
several large gnns have been tent down 
and three batterlei established under na- 
val command. An Immense amount of 
coal and ships' supplies have been sent 
there and a large number of the vessels, 
especially the tng boats and torpedo boats 
make this their stopping place for coal 
and supplies in their trip from New York 
to Key West. Tbe large vessels will also 
put In here for coal and supplies. Miss 
Johns fonnd the enthusiasm and patriot- 
Ism quite as strong and Intenie ,in the 
aouth as here. The forces of the naval 
reserve which will be retained for tbe 
coast defenses are much disappointed be- 
cause they will not go to tbe front and 
all are anxious to enlist their services in 
the more active duty. 


Miss Johns in speaking of the trouble 


experienced by Lieutenant Moore when 
he first took command of the coast de- 
fense boat Nantnoket, said that the situa- 
tion was exaggerated In many of tbe 
newspaper accounts. The same trouble 
was experienced among the naval reserve 
forces which weie ordered aboard the boat 
as was experienced In our state militia 
when ordered to report to other than 
their own officers. 
Tbe men were cot 


willing at first to recognize other author- 
ity than that of their commander and the 
commander of the naval reserve foioes 
went so far as to raise the Sag of tbe boat 
and put the boat in commission without 
authority from tho navt.1 officers at Wash- 
ington, Liertenant Moore had been or- 
dered by the navy department first to in- 
spect and later to superintend the repairs 
of the beat and was then given command. 
When tbe Sag was raised by the naval 
commander he Immediately telegraphed 
to Washington and was ordered to take 
command of the boat, which be did, low- 
ering the first flag and putting the boat 
In commission with appropriate ceremo- 
nies. Since that time there has beea no 
farther trouble.

QUEER CHANNEL ISLANDS. 


Odd Mixture of Nationnimea, wit* 


Adherence to Old Cnatoma. 


During the last five years many 


Americans tourists, aroused by tha 
vivid descriptions of Victor Hugo, have 
visited tha famous Channel islands, of 
which Jersey, Guernsey and Aidernej 
are the largest. They are between Eng- 
land and France, and their inhabitants 
are an odd mixture of the two nation- 
alities. They are very conservative, and 
keep up many of the customs of ancient 
times. Some of them are quite pretty 
and have been reproduced in England 
and America by returned travelers. 


One is to have the bedrooms look into 


the garden and not the street. When 
this cannot be done a glass partition 
with a door is built across the room, 
and the hal f by the window is made into 
a conservatory. 
Another useful idea 


is a little clay-lined iron brazier, used 
for broiling meat over a charcoal fire. 
It makes no smoke and can be extin- 
guished quickly. For rapid and com- 
fortable cooking in summer it is in- 
valuable. The islands are warm and 
fertile, and are famous for lettuce, 
chiekory, salsify, endives, sorrel, cress 
and other delicate vegetables. These 
are made into mixed salads and also 
into omettcB, like the so-called Spanish 
omelettes. 
The latter are tasty and 


very wholesome. The islanders excel 
in pastry. Fruits are the favorite food. 
They are served raw, sliced with the 
famous Jersey cream, baked with 
custard, stewed with a little wine and 
sugar and strangely in pies, good Amer- 
ican pies! The Guernsey mince pie has 
no meat or suet in its composition. It 
is made of apple, pear, peach, plum, 
berries, raisins, grapes, citron, sugar, 
butter, spices, wine and brandy, and 
it 1s reported to be exceedingly fasci- 
nating. A "Jersey luncheon," as now 
given by experts, consists of bouillon, a 
mixed salad, a sardine pastry, a 
Guernsey mince pie, then wine and cof- 
fee, which is not bad for Jersey.—N. 
Y. Mail and Express.

two pigs and put them in a pen near 
the house, and that night the moun- 
taineer and his family retired at th> 
usual hour. They were early awakenei 
by the squealing of the pigs in the pen, 
and Marvin got up and rushed out to 
see what was the matter. As he ap- 
proached the pen he observed quite i 
commotion about it and discerned wha 
appeared to be a number of large black 
dogs in and around the pen. He rushet 
to the pen and was Immediately at 
tacked by half a dozen or more wolves 
He was wholly unprepared for such an 
encounter, and as the brutes sprang 
at his breast he could do nothing tni 
knock them off with his fists, which 
he did successfully for several i 
merits.

SINGULAR COINCIDENCE, 


Bagley's Father the Flrit Confede- 


rate Killed In the Civil War. 


ATLANTA, BA., May 13.—The fact 


that Ensign Bagley was the first man to 
be killed In the Spanish-American War 
creates a remarkable coincidence. His 
father, Major Bagley, of North Carolina, 
was tb« first confederate killed In the late 
war, falling at Big Bethel Church, Va., 
jnst before Ball Run.

are offered at 12M cents per box. Some 
come from Mississippi and some from the 
southern part of Illinois. From now on 
they will bo cheaper and more plentiful. 
Those now on sale are of a good quality. 
Oranges are offered for as low as 25 cents 
per dozen and that np to 40 cents per 
dozen, tbe price of the best quality. Lem- 
ons sell at 20 cents and bananas at 15 
cents. Pineapples are 15 and 30 cents 
each. 


Among the new vegetables are peas at 


40 cents a peck and string beans at 50 
cents per peck. New potatoes sell for 40 
cents per peck and old potatoes at 90 
cents per bshuel.
